Secretary McNamara's news conference 


aimed »t proving that there it really no 
serious Soviet military build-up in Cub* 
ended by posing * lot more questions ra- 
ther than answering the ones currently 
being asked. 


The elaborate testimony presented by 


the department, including many films nev- 
er before released, rather clearly indicated 
that the Russians did indeed move out 
much of their equipment for medium range 
and intermediate range missiles which they 
had been working at setting into position 
during October. If the intelligence and 
aerial photograph* of the number of mis- 
siles and jet bombers were correct, ap- 
parently they were shipped out. But what 
a lot of Congressmen and reporters have 
been charging lately is that a lot has been 
coming back ia. Perhaps no 73-foot mis- 
files have been sent back. But 17,000 Rus- 
sian troops and technicians in Cuba are not 
heartening for the demise of Castro. 


The controversy over whether a weapon 


is offensive or defensive is largely a mat- 
ter of semantics or perhaps in this case 
only of politics. Obviously missiles aimed 
at Washington can be either offensive or 
defensive. 3ut MIG fighters and even rifles 
are quite effective in repelling or deter- 
ring either home-grown revolt against Cas- 
tro Or any outside invasion by Cuban ex- 
iles. The term depends upon which side 
one is on.

Faced with the dear evidence that the 
Soviet Union w« installing what the De- 
fense Department-now clearly says was an 
effort to present the United States .with a 
fait accompli for dire bargaining purposes, 
did the President make the right decision 
in only forcing the Russians^to move out 
the missiles?

Was 
it supposed to indicate to the public that 
criticism was only political as was Candi- 
date Kennedy's charge of a missile gap in 
I960? Or was it intended to be a subtle 
warning to the Soviet Union that we have 
the equipment, to detect what they are 
doing m Cuba even though it isn't being 
revealed to the American people? 


The only thing that Secretary McNa- 


mara's press conference really showed was 
that we were even closer to disaster last 
fall than we knew. And we must retain the

Legislative Progress 


One of the acute problems of modern 


politics and government is the likelihood, 
only occasionally discussed by professional 
critics of public affairs, that the financial 
cost of big government has exceeded the 
capacity of the "people's legislative repre- 
sentatives to comprehend, or more pre- 
cisely, to review systematically and intel- 
ligently. 


Thus we would hail the decision of our 


state legislature's joint finance committee

One of the paradoxes of legislative pro- 


ceedings for many years was the "hearing," 
so-called, on items in the appropriation bill 
without regard to their size. A $100,000,000 
sum for the higher education institutions 
was given equal billing with a $50,000 sum 
for some back corner bureau at the state- 
house. This was a literal compliance with 
the apparent intention of the statutes writ- 
ten many years ago, no doubt, but it missed 
reality in these days of exploding govern- 
mental costs.

Since large estates are now taxed 


through the inheritance tax system, it ap- 
pears that this proposal would affect main- 
ly smaller estates. 


The other reform proposal which is at- 


tracting a great deal of opposition is that 
which would limit itemized deductions to 
those in excess of 5 per cent of the tax- 
payer's gross income. And this one also 
would seem to penalize the home owner 
whose interest payments on his mortgage 
and whose real estate taxes have tradition- 
ally been exempted from taxable income. 


One begins to wonder whether the Pres- 


ident's proposals can really be called "re- 
forms." 


Notwithstanding this obvious reform, 


which shows the imagination and the good 
sense of Sen. Hollander and Assemblyman 
Pommerening of the committee, we may 
have some legftimate doubts about the pre- 
cision of appropriation review by our elect- 
ed representatives. 


Yet it is obviously more reliable at Mad- 


ison than it is in Washington, where the 
Congress must struggle with $100 billion 
budgets at each sitting, and where there 
may be half a dozen subcommittees of the 
appropriations committee working night 
and day trying to grasp the mighty suras 
involved in the gargantuan national ex- 
penditure. 


If your representative, at Madison, or 


your congressman, cannot answer all of 
your questions about particular spending 
items in the state or national budgets, it 
is not especially his fault. These affairs 
have become too big for anybody to under, 
stand in detail. It is the price we have 
paid for big government, and perhaps all 
that we can do is to cheer encouragingly 
when there is some adjustment of the ma- 
chinery, such as at Madison lately, that 
offers even mild reason for believing that 
the representative system is trying to adapt 
itself to new conditions.
